In my name shall they cast out dev- 
ils; they shall speak with nhew 
tongues; They shall take up ser- 
pents; and if they drink any deadly 
thing it shall not hurt them; they 
shell lay hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover.’ Mark 16:15-18.

The Fear of the Lord 
Essential to Salvation

Now the fear of the Lord is 
the beginning of wisdom and 
wisdom is the principal thing. 
The fear of the Lord is to hate 


evil; the fear of the Lord is a| 
fountain of life, to depart from | 


the snares of death. Where is 
he who says that he is entitled 
to salvation and yet hath not 
loved wisdom and hated evil? 
Surely they who hate wisdom 
love death. Of wisdom it is 
written, “For whoso findeth me 
findeth life, and shall obtain 
favour of the Lord. But he that 
sinneth against me wrongeth 
his own soul: all they that hate 
me love death.” Prov. 8:35, 36. 

“T wisdom dwell with pru- 
dence, and find out knowledge 
of witty inventions.” “I love 
them that love me and those 
that seek me early shall find 
me.” He who keeps his rela- 
tionship with wisdom is entitled 
to salvation. For the Scripture 
saith, The fear of the Lord that 
is wisdom and to depart from 
evil that is understanding. Now 
he who feareth the Lord, and is 
departed from evil is entitled to 
salvation. As it is written, We 
reckon ourselves dead unto sin 
but alive unto God. And this 
is all brought about by the fear 
of the Lord, for the Scripture 
saith by the fear of the Lord, 
men depart from evil. 

Some folks claim that they 
are entitled to salvation, yet 
they are rebels as touching the 
statutes of God. A statute is a 
law passed by a legislature or 
law making body and where do 
we find any legislative body of 
God other than the one which 
convenes in Cleveland, Tennes- 
see, annually? However, the 
rebellion of these fellows only 
signifieth that their claims of 
salvation are unjust for it is 
written, “Salvation is far from 
the wicked: for they seek not 
thy statutes.” 

One in a certain place testi- 
fied that the statutes of the 
Lord had been his songs. If 
these fellows would change 
their songs from the claims of 
salvation to that of the statutes 
of the Lord they would be more 
apt to convince the intelligent

That is 
the way all guilty folks feel 
about the thing but Isay unto 
you, it is written, “Open rebuke 
is better than secret love.” I do 
not think Iam any harder than 
Christ was on the Scribes and 
Pharisees when He told them 
openly of their hypocrisy. 

Dear friends, if you will rebel 
against the statutes of God and

| THE TRINITY IN THE 
GODHEAD 


J. O. Hamilton 

By the trinity is meant the 
unity of three persons in one 
Godhead; Father,.Son and Holy 
Ghost. The Father is divine: a 
distinct person. The Son is di- 
vine: a distinct person.The Holy 
Ghost is divine: a distinct per- 
son. 

In the beginning God said, 
“Let us make man in our image, 
after our likeness.” This alone 
is enough to prove that there is 
more than one. 

In the teaching of the so- 
called new. issue or new light 
brethren on this subject, they 
point out all the Scriptures they 
can find to show that Jesus of 
the New Testament is Jehovah 
of the Old Testament. Their 
purpose in this is to bring the 
reader to the conclusion that 
Jesus must be the Father be- 
cause He answers the Father’s 
title of Deity; and they are try- 
ing to show there is only one 
person in the Godhead. I believe 
they do this in many instances 
because they are’ ignorant of 
other Scriptures that deny this. 
Their method, however, seems 
to be very effective in bringing 
people to believe in this  so- 
called new light before they 
have heard the Scriptures on 
the other side and not even 
knowing that such exist. 

It has been said that God’s 
children are like little birds with 
their mouths wide open. When 
they hear such Scriptureg on 
one side and not knowing there 
is another, they swallow the 
whole thing. Some, however 
have already learned different- 
ly and they, with many more, 
will be delivered from the sub- 
tle error when they hear both 
sides clearly presented. 

What can the people of God 
expect when they follow some 
some difficult question like 
can’t agree with any body of 
people and pulls out? He takes 
some different question like 
this and says that God has giv- 
en him special anointing and 
has chosen him to preach this 
great mystery. When_ great 
Bible scholars have lifted their 
hats to this and say, “I can’t 
fully explain,” do you say “I 
can’t understand it?” Neither 
do I. God does not expect us 
to understand, nor would He 
have us puzzle our heads and 
trouble our hearts to under- 
stand or harmonize it with our 
knowledge of arithmetic. 

Note this: it is reveaied that 
there are three persons in the 
Godhead but it is not revealed 
how there can be three persons 
in the Godhead. The how is a 
mystery and is not a matter of 
faith at all, but the fact is the 
revelation and therefore a mat- 
ter of faith. I, myself, am a 
mysterious trinity of body, mind 
and spirit. The fact I believe 
but the how is not a matter to 
believe. It is on this point that 
man puzzles himself needlessly. 

In the ordinary affairs of life 
we grasp facts and hold them 
without puzzling ourselves 
over the how. There are many 
things.in this life that come up 
of which we know, but we do 
not know the how of them. It 
is revealed that there is a 
trinity, therefore, this is the 
matter 6f faith. 

It has been affirmed by our 
new issue, brethren, as we have 
already stated, that Jesus was 
the Jehovah of the Old Testa- 
ment. Now, if we can _ prove 
that this “Angel of God’s pres- 
ence,” this, “heavenly messen- 
ger,” and other titles by which 
Jesus is known in the Old Tes- 
tament, is not the Father, but 
a distinct person, then their 
argument must fall to the 
ground and prove them to be 
propagating an error. This we 
will endeavor to do as_ briefly 
as possible. 





In Exodus 23:20-23, God 
promises to send an angel. In 
the twenty-third verse, God 


calls Him “mine angel.” This 
angel, according to verse twen- 
ty-two, is represented as a 
guide and protecter of the Is- 
raelites. They are cautioned to 
beware of Him, to reverence 
and stand in dread of Him; and 
that pardoning of transgression 
belonged to Him; finally that 
the name of God was in Him. 
This name, it must be remem- 
bered, was Jehovah, God’s own 
peculiar name. Therefore, the 
angel sent must be a divine per- 
son, for none other could for- 
give sin and actually assume 
God’s name. Then, He who sent 


‘Him must be a different person 


to the angel sent and that per- 
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son would be no other than the 
Father. 

“Behold, I send an Angel be- 
fore thee.” Moses heard the 
voice of the Father promising to 
send another person. Again, at 
the baptism of Jesus, a voice 
was heard, saying, “This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” This shows that there 
are at least two persons in the 
Godhead—Father and Son. 

Now, for the first part of the 
above paragraph where He is 
called an angel. The term angel 
is descriptive of nature or of- 
fice. As to nature, the term 
angel is employed in Scripture 
to describe one of the created 
order with intelligence superior 
to man, often employed in the 
service of man, yet finite beings. 
But we have already proven 
that the “Angel of the Lord,” 
is not a creature and is there- 
fore not called an angel with 
reference to His nature. The 
term must #hen be considered 
as a term of office. He is called 
the ‘‘Angel of the Lord,”  be- 
cause He was the messenger of 
the Lord. He was sent to exe- 
cute His will and to be His 
visible representative. There- 
fore, His office under this name 
or title was ministerial. But, 
ministration is never attributed 
to the Father, so, He who was 
sent, must be a distinct person 
from Him by whom He was 
sent. The one who sent the 
messenger was Jehovah and 
the one sent was the angel of 
Jehovah—two divine persons. 
Thus, the Old Testament clear- 
ly reveals to us the case of 
Jehovah and the Angel of Je- 
hovah while it still maintains 
the great fundamental principle 
that there is but one God. 

Let us read in Ex. 23:21, “For 
my name is in him.” God’s 
own name, Jehovah, is in Him. 
This altars the position of the 
new light brethren. They con- 
clude that Jesus is the Father 
because He bears His Father’s 
name. This no more proves it 
than a boy by the name of 
Andrew Johnson is the same 
person as his father because he 
has his father’s name. Bearing 
the name of Johnson does not 


prove him to be the same per- 
son. 


There are many places in the 
Bible where these two persons 
are mentioned together under 
the name of Jehovah. The fol- 
lowing is an illustration of this: 
“Then the Lord rained upon 
Sodom and Gomorrah brim- 
stone and fire from the Lord 
out of heaven.” Here we have 
Jehovah’ raining fire from 
Jehovah, that is, the Angel Je- 
hovah (the Son) on earth, rain- 
ing fire from Jehovah (the 
Father) out of heaven. From 
the above plain Scriptures it is 
clear that the revelation these 
brethren tell us they have from 
God out of heaven flatly con- 
tradicts God’s written Word. 

The form of Paul’s benedic- 
tion to. the Corinthians proves 
the doctrine of the trinity. “The 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the love of God, and the 
communion of the Holy Ghost, 
be with you all. Amen.” 2 Cor. 


13:14. 
Again, Jesus says, “And I 
will pray the Father, and he 


shall give you another Comfort- 
er, that he may abide with you 
forever.” John 14:16. Here the 
three persons in the Godhead 
are clearly revealed. The Son 
prays; the Father answers; the 
Spirit comes. “For there is one 
God, and one mediator between 
God and men, the man Christ 
Jesus.” 1 Tim. 2:5. Let us 
keep to the precious Word 
which God has given as a lamp 
to our feet and a light to our 
path.

Feed 
means, to give food to; to sup- 
ply etc. That is what God want- 
ed done to His sheep. He wanted 
them fed on the good food He 
had in store for them and, 
furthermore, itis needful in 
these last days for the shep- 
herds to feed the sheep. Some 
go around and kill the sheep in- 
stead of feeding them. There 
are Many poor hungry hearts 
in a cold condition because 
they have not been supplied 
with the food that God has in 
store for them. 


Some times I feel the food 
basket on my arm and this 
great problem of food dis- 
tribution in my breast, but, lis- 
ten, dear friends, I am going to 
be sure that I have my basket 
full of food to fatten the sheep 
before I start. 

“Woe be to the shepherds of 
Israel that do feed themselves! 
should not the shepherds feed 
the flocks? Ye eat the fat, and 
ye clothe you with the wool, 
ye kill them that are fed: but 
ye feed not the flock.”

34:2, 3. 

You can take a good fat 
drove of cattle or sheep or any 
kind of stock, and when they 
are well fed they feel good and 
you can see them playing 
around.

“I will feed 
them ina good pasture, and up- 
on the high mountains of Krael 
shall their fold be: there 
shall they lie in a good fold, and 
in a fat pasture shall they feed 
upon the mountains of Israel. I 
will feed my flock, and I will 
cause them to lie down, saith 
the Lord God.”

“Now the Lord had said unto Abra- 
ham, Get thee out of thy country, and 
from they kindred, and from thy fath- 
er’s house, unto a land that I will 
shew thee: And I will make of thee a 
great nation, and I will bless thee, 
and make thy name great; and thou 
shalt be a blessing.” Gen. 12:1,2. I will 
ask the reader to read the fifteenth 
and sixteenth “chapters of Genesis 
that he may better understand me. 

Abraham, though then an _ old 
man, had no seed and it seemed to 
worry him because he thought that 
Eliezer of Damascus, who was his 
steward, would fall heir to the prom- 
ise but God said unto him, “This shall 
not be thine heir; but he that shall 
come forth out of thine own bowels 
shall be thine heir.” Gen. 15:4. After 
Abraham had talked it over with 
Sarai she said that the Lord had re- 
strained her from bearing and _ per: 
suaded Abram to take her maid, an 
Egyptain woman, for his wife and 
she bare him Ishmael. But notice 
what God said when He appeared 
and gave the covenant of circum- 
cision as a seal of, His promise un- 
to Abraham and hisseed; “And God 
said, Sarah thy wife shall bear thee 
a son indeed; and thou shalt call his 
name Isaac: and I will establsh my 
covenant, with him for an everlasting 
covenant and with his seed after 
him.” Gen. 17:19. 

Consider the words of our father, 
Jacob, which have been fulfilled, 
“The sceptre shall not depart frem 
Judah, nor a lawgiver from between 
his feet, until Shiloh (The Messiah) 
come; and unto him shall the gather- 
ing of the people be.” Gen. 49:10. 
Even when the children Israel 
were in the land of Egypt, God set 
Joseph up to rule and when they were 
carried away to Babylon, God _ set 
Daniel, a mighty man, on the throne 
as president not only of one nation, 
but of the whole world. 

God made His promise unto David 
that out of His seed should come the 
Messiah. In the tweaty-second Psalm, 
David speaks of the Messiah and 
even tells the worus He _ said 
when our fathers parted’ His raiment 
and cast lots upon His vesture and 
pierced His hands and feet as He was 
hung upon the rugged cross of Cal- 
vary, being cruelly put to death. by 
His own people, even those who had 
looked for Him but ha» hardened 
their hearts and hated Him because 
He did the works that God said He 
would do through the mouths of the 
holy prophets, whom they had -also 
killed as they did Him,-their Mes- 
siah. : 

And he said, Hear ye now, O house 
of David; Is it a small thing for you 
to weary men, but will ye weary my 
God also? Therefore the Lord him- 
self shall give you a sign; Behold. a 
virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, 
and shall call his neme Immanuel.” 
Isa. 7:13,14. 4 

Your forefathers and some of you 
have cast insults at the Lord’s hand- 
maid and blasphemous words upon 
the Messiah who should come _ into 
the world born of a virgin as God had 
said by the mouths of His holy proph- 
ets. hundreds of years before. 

“But thou Bethlehem Ephratah, 
though thou be little among the. thou- 
sands of Judah, vet ont of thee shall 
he come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel; whose goings forth 
have been from of old, from ever- 
lasting. Therefore will he give them 
up until the time thet she which 
trav@ileth hath brouvht forth: then 
the rergnant of his brethren shall re- 
turn unto the children of Israel.” 
Micah 5:2,3.

“Know therefore and understand, 
that from the going forth of the com- 
mandment to restore and to build 
Jerusalem unto the Messiah the 
Prince shall be seven weeks, and 
threescore and two weeks: the street 
shall be built again, and the wall, 
even in troublous times. And after 
threescore and two weeks shall 
Messiah be cut off, but not for him- 
self’ Dan. 9:25,26. The books of 
Ezra and Nehemiah give us an ac- 
count of the troubles in building Je 
rusalem. The old Testament tells us 
how the Jews would crucify their 
Lord and King and the New Testa- 
ment tells us how they did it and 
how that salvation went to the Gen- 
tiles as was foretold by the prophets. 
So it is a strange thing why so many 
people cannot recognize Jesus as the 
Christ. 

But, ye Jews, here is your decree 
and it shall stand. “O Jerusalem, Je- 
rusalem, which killest the prophets, 
and stonest them that are sent unto 
thee;how often would I have gath 
ered thy children together, as a hen 
doth gather her brood under her 
wings, and ye wauld not! Behold, 
your house is ieft unto you desolate: 
and verily I say unto you,:ye shall 
not see me, until the time come when 
ye shall say, Blessed is he that com- 
eth in the name of the Lord.” Luke 
18:34, 35. 

Let every child of God pray for the 
blessings to come upon thosé who 
publish this and also those who may 
read it, for the latter days when the 
Jews are ‘to consider these things 
and when they shall gather again to 
their own land and _ receive’ the 
recompence of their reward are at 
hand. Perilous times are here, so 
let us prepare for the Prince of 
Peace, because His hand is even now 
lifted up against the evil deeds and 
ungodliness of the world.
